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Indiviauallzea instrnctional packages are an approaci 
to learning through inaependent study,, integrated axperienceSi, and 
Bultlaeaia. The iople mentation of Inaiviaualiged instructloaal 
packages into a course shouia include provision for a general 
assenbly session in which the stttdents become acguainted with the 
instrnctor who will later appear on tape, in pictnres, or similar 
nediai an indepenaent study session which is supervised by the 
instructor I and an integratea quiz session to prowiae effective 
feedback to the students, Osing iaaiviaualizad instructional 
packages, the instructor may achieve greater teaching flexibility 
than under the conventional approach to learning, (siy 
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INDIVXDUAIIZED mSTRUCTIOK 
THROUGH IKSTiUCTIONAL DEVELOMENT 




Individualized Instruetlonia packages are an approach to learning through 
Independent Btmy^ Integrated experiencei^ ajid miati-niedla. Sometimes thia 
method of Instmetlon ie referred to eoordinated Instruationp audio tutorial 
or raulti-iaedia. An esBential component of this method of learning involveg 
Instructional DevelopDient. 

Both the inatructDr and the student ahould be concerned with the kindi of 
aetivitiei and situatlDns t^hich contribute to learning, Onee these activitiea 
and situations can be Identified ^ the inatruotor la obliged to provide a 
course structiure which i^ill permit the student to rngage in these activities 
and the student Is obliged to perform them consclentlouily* Somo of these 
activities and Bituatlons are: 

1, Repetition of infornsatJon 

2* Concentration on one^area 

3# Aesociation for learning facilitation 

K^esentation of appropriate size units of iubj^ct aatter 

5. Coordination of the conuiiunication vehicle to the instructional 
Qbjeatlve 

6* The uie of niulti-media 

7. The integration of learning activities mid iitiiatlons into a 
system of inatructlon 

Individualised Instructional Packaies are developed to aid in the 

adjustraent for the diversity of baekgromde Among students. This m^ti^x&edia 

sensory approach utlliEea audio tapes, video tapes , texts ^ manuals^ filmi^ 

activities, and experimintation* 
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The impleraentation of Individualized Insitructional Packages into a course 
QOvXd be structured to include i 

General Asstmbly Session - Thia is the sMie as the conventional lecture 
system where the instruetor is in charge. At this session the students beeome 
acquainted with the instructor who %^ill later app-aar on tape^ in pictures or 
eimilar medie* 

The General Assembly Session may be a non«mmidatory session which the 
entire inaiti-media clasa will attend^ This session may be used fori 

1, Establishing the personality of the course 

2. Orientation 

3- Preaenting guest lectures 
Showing filifls 

5# Enlarging and enriching the basic coursep such as pTesentation 
and analyali of data concerning problems i^hich are significant 
to the unit mder study but too speolfie for inclusion In the 
conventional lecture 

6, For preview and review as needed 

Independent Study Session - during supervised self instructional learningj 

the sti^ant ohecks in when convenient for as long ©r as often aa is needed or 
deeired. 

During a typical seesionj the st^ent listens ^ reads j writes ^ a}qpertoentS3 
observee, and goes to a dettonstratloii ^ea* This is accomplished under the 
supervision of tha instructor whose voice on the tape programs a sequence of 
learning events. The student's earphones insure the foom at attention is on 
the subjifct and miniinlzes possible disturbances * Throng hearings sights and 
touchy the student participates in the learning experience* 
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If the itudent has difflcultjr absorbing the material ^ the taped diicusiion 
may be replayed as often as necessary. If the atudent has additional questions ^ 
the instructor nig^ give aissistance i^ithout slowing down the remainder of the 
class* 

Integrated Quia Session - a modified seminar ajid oral qui^ whieli ie also - 
an effective tool for preventing procrasttnation on the part of itudonts. It 
involves itudents seated informally around a table ^ith aja inatruGtor. 

The integrated q^iz session is an effective feed bacl mechanism for checking 
the success or failure of any progm seq[uence and can provide clues for 
improving the approach^ The student generally is engaged in diacuision or oral 
presentation during this type of session. 

The uae of individualized instructional raaterieli raises the question of 
the possible elimination of personal contact which is important for motivation. 
This type of instruction actually enhances personal contact i ^Inoe much of the 
routine teaching ia relegated to a routine vehicle, Instructor's time may 

no\^ be devoted to memlngful personal contact, 

IndividualiEed Instructional Packages are generally used in iupervised learning 
centers in 'which faGllities^ equipment ^ and materials are provided for Independent 
study. The student aets the pace to achieve mastery of the learning e^cperiences 
provided in the center. By means of a audio tape recordinga for individual 
listeningj a great variety of learning eKperlencis can be integrated in a 
logical systematic progrim of instruction, Throu^ the audio tape^ the Instructor 
becomes a private tutor for each stiident* The message may be repeated ai often 
aa necesiaiy, 
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Aji indivldiial instructional system placen the eiaphasis on atudent ^learning. 
TtitB method Ideally aDaoKDaodates students with a wide diversity of background , 
infomation^ learalng akillSj aptitudes^, mid interests. The responiibility 
for lenrnlrig and the meehimios of schedtQ.ing moy be placed upon the student • 
TOjinstruetor ii left free for the reri busloeaa of teaohiug-^-^orientation, 
dlreotlon^ elueidatlorij guidance, and persana]. contaet with each student to 
inipire and motivate, 

to indlvid'uali2ed initructional center laf^ consist of a number of student 
study stations or carrels each ^ith equipment and ingtructionai materials 
required for the Querent lesson. Ideally^ a tape player with heaiphoneSj a 
film projeetor, and a slide projector sho^d he at each station* The nuniher of 
stations depends upon the ntmber of students in the course ^ the average number 
of hours per Veek each student uses the materials i and the number of hours per 
week the center is open for student use. 

Instructors and students benefit from this type of individualized approaoh. 
The students individual differences or scholaatlc aptitudes perional backgrouiid 
and intereits are taken into accomt. The Instruetor'a ideas of i^ihat subject 
matter is to he amphasiiedj how much content should be presented to the students^ 
and how th^ students can besfe be taught axe all conildered* 

The Instructor may aehleva greater teaching flLe^lbility than imder the 
conventional approach to learning. There la flexibility to itructin'ing the 
course to meet the student^ s differences^ thus providing perBonal iatlsf action. 
There is flejcibility in selection multi-media l..struotlonri materiils^ to 
supplement course content for a totally integrated approach to learning^ and 
there is flexibility in adapting and changing a co^ie to meet any desired 
reqtU.rementB» 
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
